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Vacation Trip on the Canal. 

[The following fine i)iece of de- 
scriptive writing is from the pen of 
a Kan wood schoolboy, written at 
the age of seventeen years. It 
betrays powers of observation, ac- 
curacy of diction and a breadth of 
understanding remarkable in a 
youth who has been deaf since early 
childhood. — En. Jouknai,.J 

I began the vacation on or about 
June 15th, 1910. Upon that date, 
I look the " Mary Powell," a boat 
plying between New York and 
Kingston, for my home. Arriving 
at the latter port about eight o'clock 
at night, I was greeted with the 
news that upon receipt of a telegram 
I was to take an early train to 
Albany and from there transfer to a 
Northern train to St. Johns, F. y. 
I waited three days for the telegram, 
and upon it's arrival 1 at once made 
haste to do a.s bidden. The journey 
to Albany was without incident, ex- 
cept that a negro, heavily guarded 
and manacled, presumely bound for 
Auburn Pri.son, was in the same car 
as I was. 

Arriving at Albany at nine, I was 
greeted with the cheerful informa- 
tion that there was no Northern train 
until nearly one o'ciock. There- 
fore I had to wait until that time, 
when I got aboard the Montreal ex- 
pres.s. That ride to St. John's I will 
never forget. It was a novel sensa- 
tion of course, but after an hour or 
so of sitting in one place and watch- 
ing the towns and cities drop jiast 
one by one, the novelty began to pall. 
All through the day this was kept 
up, and when at last the American- 
Canadian boundary line at Rouse's 
Point wa8pas.sed, I began to breathe 
freer and take more interest in things. 
Some Canadian Inspectors went 
through my baggage a little above 
Rouse's Point, queried politely 
whether I was in Canada to visit or 
to settle, and upon being informed 
that I came on business, they left 
me. At about nine o'clock, the train 
finally came to my destination, St. 
Johns. There 1 was met by my 
father, who accompanied me to 
where his boats were lying in the 
Chambly Canal, which runs along- 
side the Richelieu River (Richelieu 
is night name, pronounced Rishula.) 
On account of shallowness of water, 
the Richelieu is uiinuvigable until the 
town of Chambly is reached. 

The following morning, I took oil 
my "glad rags" and donned the 
garb of labor. Early in the morn- 
ing our motive power, two teams of 
horses, came around and commenced 
to pull us through the canal. 
It took about four hours to 
get through the canal, this length 
of time being mainly due to the 
process of " locking" (See Note 1 1 
There were six seperate locks and a 
" triple lock" [See Note 2J to go 
through. After finally coming to a 
•" laying-up place" [Note 3] we 
waited all afternoon, gradually being 
joined by numberless other boats, 
that were to make up a "tow" 
(Note 4] of boats that would leave 
the following morning for Sorel, a 
town where the Richelieu River joins 
the St. Lawrence. A side-wheel 
"tug" [Notes] did the pulling. 
The boats were strung out two 
abreast, for greater ease in getting 
them through the bridges that span- 
ned the Richelieu at some narrow 
places. 

Upon coming to a bridge, the tug 
would throw off connections in 
front and coming to the rear, would 
tie up there and .serve to kcej) the 
"tow" straight, allowing tlie cur- 
rent, which is very swift at that 
place, to put us through the " draw" 
[Note 6. J After the completion of 
this feat, the tug would again go to 
the front and pull as before. The 
banks of the Richelieu are .some- 
times the .sites of towns, nearly in 
every instance called after the name 
of a .saint, and never, never in any 
town was a church invisible. Many 
launches passed us in during our 
journey , and flaunting in nearly all 
ex( the flag of 

Or< 111, with the 

seal of Canada in one corner of the 
flag. 

About the evening of the second 
day after we left Chambly we came 
to the vSt. Our's "lock" through 
whidi all lioats must pass into the 
•higher level of the Richelieu. Well 
do I remember that night's work. 



■ \ 
The rain was coming down in tor- 
rents, intermingled with showers of 
hailstones and u cold northern wind 
set in, obligingly making things 
more beautiful. Ere I had ventur- 
ed out two times I was .soaked to 
the skin, and to return to the cabin 
was as bad, becau.se it leaked. In 
spite of this inclemency of the wea- 
ther the boats were " locked" up, 
two at a time until all were through, 
after which the tug again took us 
under convoy for the last part of the 
journey to Sorel. Tired and cold, 
the boatman retired to snatch as 
much sleep as can be gained from 
two to six o'clock in the morning. 

Sorel, situated where the St. Law- 
rence receives the Richelieu River, is 
not a very large town. At a haz- 
ardous guess, the writer places the 
population at about ten thou.saud. 
The principal industry is ship-build- 
ing, and in that it ranks high. 
The Canadian Government has a 
ship-yard there. Things are amaz- 
ingly cheap in the matter of pro- 
visions in Sorel. Two loaves of 
bread, that a New York baker would 
groan to part with for twenty-five 
cents, went gladly at nine cents up 
there. But, if necessities were cheap, 
the prices of things for personal 
adornment and pleasure were far 
from paralleling. Ice-cream sold 
for as high as fifteen cents per plate, 
and ainu.sements were never less than 
ten cents, and so through the list. 

Arriving at Sorel, the tow was 
left moored to the right bank of the 
Richelieu, while the tug went to get 
orders. Things seem to be run on 
the " let to-morrow do for to-day" 
plan up in Canada, for we waited 
there, painting and fixing the boats, 
three days before we were finally 
.separated into three tows instead of 
the original one— namely, a tow for 
Three Rivers, one for Quebec and 
one for Montreal. We were placed 
in the last, that place being our desti- 
nation. Hut, after getting us all 
prepared, the tug that was to take 
us under towage, suddenly remem- 
Ijered that it had other business else- 
where, and left us for another day. 

During the stay at Sorel, in com- 
pany of my brother and a friend 
named Oompers, 1 rowed all around 
the town and vicinity, saving when 
I stayed on the boats while my 
father went ashore. Gonipers and 
I, in the folly of youth, had desired 
to gather unto ourselves a com- 
plexion of walnut hue, and in order to 
achieve that laudable ambition, had 
long been wearing low-cut athletic 
shirts. "We stood the American part 
of the voyage without discomfort, 
but when once the Canadian sun 
got hold, we began to give a 
first-class imitation of a lobster after 
he has been in the tx>iliug kettle ten 
minutes. Up at Sorel the limit was 
reached. Our shoulders and arms 
became a solid mass of blisters, ren- 
dering every movement an agony. 
Getting into our bunks, not heds, 
mind you, was an art. The problem 
was how to get in the most grace- 
fully with the smallest amount of 
agony. Even once in the bunk, the 
least movement, even raising the 
head, goaded the heat devils in our 
skin to renewed energy. All we 
could get was a poor ajxjlogy of 
" Nature's Remedy." Yet, in spite 
of all this, we could not, as city 
people would have done, anoint our- 
selves with vaseline, sit in the 
shade and wait till cured. That 
was furthest from our minds. In- 
stead, all afternoon, under the blaz- 
ing sun, made hotter by imagination 
and sunburn, we painted decks and 
filled seams, which were in .some 
cases .so heated that the pitch.bub- 
bled from the seams. The sun-burn 
never finally disappeared until we 
returned to American .soil, and 
on top of it all no beautiful tan re- 
mained to mark the experience. 
At last, one evening our "Wan 
dering Jew " of a tug returned again, 
and, after much argument with the 
boatmen, jmt out his hawsers and 
finally we started for Montreal. Bn- 
tcring the St. Lawrence River, we 
turned east, and for all night and a 
good part of the next day, cuntinued 
on our voyage. We pa.ssed many 
boats really called " pingflals" but 
from jieculiarity of build facetiously 
known as ' ' Chine.se Junks. ' ' These 
l)oats area sort of flat-bottomed scow 
with one mast in the centre, to which 
a .sail is sometimes attached in a 
favorable wind, by whose help the 
vessel is .sometimes able to go 
long distances. The water of the 
St. Lawrence River in a beautiful 



blue and very clear. Near Montreal 
the tug had the hardest part of the 
journey, for the current is very 
swift, on account of the proximity of 
Lachine Rapids At about three 
o'clock, however, we arrived abreast 
of the Lachine Canal's first lock.s. 
The locks of Canadian waterways 
are enough to make our national 
pride " lift up it's voice and weep." 
They are nearly as large as three of 
our State Canal "locks" -jnit to- 
gether, and the opening and .shutting 
of the " gates" is consummated, not 
by manual labor as in the " States," 
but by the most improved machine- 
ry. Freight steamers can be lock- 
ed into the Lachine Canal, the idea 
of which is absurd on our State 
canals. My father's older lx)at did 
not go through the locks to unload, 
l)Ut the new one did. He took her 
up, I remaining on the old boat 
until his return, after which 
Gompers and I (we went through 
the entire trip) went up to where 
the new boat was and took charge 
of her. 

In a day or two we began to un- 
load the sand that had comprised our 
cargo In the meantime, the four of 
us, my father, brother, Gompers and 
I, spent mo.st of our leisure hours 
wandering al>out and iu.specting the 
city. My father, who has ceased 
long since to look Ufwn Canada as a 
novelty, was a guide, geography 
book and fount of historical informa- 
tion all rolled into one. He took us 
all around, explaining the sights 
the while with an ease Irardering on 
the marvelous. No dry statistician 
he, but an intere.sting story-teller. 
Montreal, one of Canada's chief 
cities, seemed to me a great deal 
larger than New York. It has all 
the up-to-date equipment in its fire, 
police and postoftice departments. 
It's methods and facilities of trans- 
jxjrtation are numerous. On a Sun- 
day the four of us journeyed to Mt. 
Royal. We preferred to walk in lieu 
of riding in a trolley car, an hour's 
steady perambulating sutlicing to 
bring us to the foot of the mountain. 
There we entered the waiting room 
of an inclined railway, and tickets 
having been purchased, passed on to 
a car, which was pulled up by means 
of cables. There were two stages to 
the upward journey, the first part 
being taken in a sort of abbreviated 
trolley car .set low on wheels,'' but 
when the upward grade became pro- 
nounced we changed to a ..sort of 
box-like car, built on a slant, to keep 
he seats straight, in which we were 
jerked to the .summit of the moun- 
tain. A park was laid out there, 
and a perfect bird's-eye view of 
Montreal was callable of being en- 
joyed from the many protuding 
terraces. Below, as one gazed, 
was seen the vast network of streets. 
on which we viewed an ever-moving 
black mass, while now ajd then the 
tiny ( distance is deceitful ) yellow 
back of a trolley car was seen crawl- 
ing upward. The entire city was 
spread out before the observer like a 
map, the white steeple of a large 
cathedral gleaming in the sunshine. 
Ear in the distance was the Victoria 
Bridge, about a mile or more long, 
once the longest in the world; a 
little above which could be seen the 
white line of the Lachine Rapids. 
It was a somewhat cloudy day, so 
our view was limited to an area 
extending about five miles in radius. 
On a clear day one can see entirely 
acro.ss the St. Lawrence to the land 
on the other side. The writer took 
some pictures of the panorama which 
turned out to be fine. The park on 
the mountain is l>eautifully laid out, 
the walks and by paths l)eing of a 
kind torefiect credit on their build- 
ers. After .spending the day on the 
mountain, it was finally decided to 
return to the boats. The .same 
method was u.sed in going down as 
coming up, the fare (down), how- 
ever, being three cents, instead of 
the usual five. So much for the 
honesty of the denizens of Montreal, 
who scorn to lleece the public. 

After my boat was unloaded, I 
pulled "her out to the end of the pier 
at which I had di 'o, 

this deci.sion lia\ '■ iiat 

hastened by a fiery little Canadian, 
who was desirous of getting the 
" lierth," and who, in a mixture of 
F'rench and English so expressed his 
desire in terms not to l>e ini.staken. 

Once ott the end of the pier, 1 
waited until my father's boat came 
up, he having .secured a contract for 
lx)th Ixwts to bring lumber to New 
York from Hull, opposite Ottawa. 



To do this we must go through the 
Lachine Canal. Accordingly, we 
were placed in a "tow" of about 
six boats, drawn by a tug of small 
size, but of exceeding strength. 
While so being towed along I had 
opjKirtunity to look around. 

The Lachine Canal is about nine 
miles in length, it having been de- 
signed to allow steamers and boats 
to circumnavigate the Lachine 
Rapid.s. Some of the Iwats going 
down ".shoot the rapids," u.sing the 
canal coming up, but others of more 
staid habits use it both up and 
down The canal is about the size 
of the Harlem River, its piers being 
made of concrete. At intervals it is 
spanned by bridges over which a 
constant stream of pedestrians 
and vehicles kept flowing. A blast 
of our tug's whistle sufficed as sum- 
mons, at which the How was checked 
and the bridge swung open for us to 
pass. At every bridge we were star- 
ed at by an interested crowd, we 
staring no less interestedly back 
again As the canal ascended, we 
were locked from level to level , a pro- 
cess which I disliked amazingly, as 
it requires a monstrous amount of 
labor, therefore I was greatly 
pleased when at last we were out of 
the canal. It was dark when we left 
the last lock, and were finally 
rojied together and started on the 
trip to the Carrillon and (Jrenville 
Canal. This connecting of the boats 
is by no means as easy as it reads. 
The heavy boats had to be pulled 
and pushed for half-an-hour before 
they were in the right place, then 
the "spring-lines" were connected. 
These lines are two inches in dia- 
meter, and when wet and still are no 
feather weight to handle. It is an 
imix>ssiblility to tie them to boats by 
means of an ordinary knot, therefore 
a "timber hitch" is used. It 
would take another paragraph to de- 
scribe that hitch, but .suffice to say 
that the principle is .so figured out 
that the pressure on one part of the 
rojje prevents its slipping through the 
"chock " or hole in the gunwale to 
which it is connected, and the great- 
er the strain on the knot, the tight- 
er it becomes. At last, everything 
was ready, and with a great creak- 
ing of rudders and groaning of ropes, 
the tow started. After the .spring- 
lines had been adjusted to the pro- 
pper length and various other things 
being made ready, the boatmen retir- 
ed, it being nearly ten o'clock. 
All through the night I slept sound- 
ly, the creaking and groaning of the 
rudder and ropes, varied with an 
occa.sional bump and jar as the boats 
came together, having no eilect on 
me, nor on the others for that matter. 
The next morning, around five 
o'clock, I was aroused to wash down 
the decks, a process not exactly de- 
lightful on account of the soaking 
necessarily received; it being some- 
what cold. Gompers took one boat, 
and I the other, and around we went 
dipping and throwing the water all 
over the upjx»r works by means of a 
pail. (Note 7) Savory odors from 
the vicinity of my father's cabin 
l)Oie witness to the diligence with 
which he went at his culinary pur- 
suits. After finishing our tasks, 
Gompers and I took a wash. The 
methods employed to achieve that 
result were simple. A pail of water 
was pulled up; we dabbled our hands 
in. then stuck our heads in the 
pail. After the final evolution, lo, 
and behold ! we had completed our 
abulations. Descending to the cabin, 
we gave a perfunctory yank to our 
hair, and then having found a camp- 
chair apie«.>e, sat down to breakfast. 
What the bill of fare was 1 do not 
remember exactly, but the motto was 
"Help thyself," the method of per- 
forming that feat being secondary. 
Breakfast done, the dishes were 
was!' put away, after which 

all .1 1 to the upper air to — nor 

gentle reader, not to enjoy the sun- 
rise— -arrange various details of the 
iKjRt's parphernalia. All this time 
we were sailing up the Ottawa River. 
We were, however, too engrossed 
in business to notice the .scenic 
beauty of that body of water. 

The writer forgot to mention that 
while waiting for the tug at Lachine, 
he saw a party of Indians, who had 
just completed their labors, cross 
over the swift current of the .St. 
' e to their homes; not a 

>n of wigwams, but a well- 
arranged village of frame houses, a 
large brick church standing promi- 
nently in the centre of the village's 
ant. On account of the 
s of the current, |the Indians, 



who crossed over in flat bottomed 
rowboats, eighteen or less to a boat, 
could not row directly acro.ss. They 
would row, with quick, nervous 
strokes, directly up-streaty, then row 
diaognally until they had achieved a 
certain distance, then the up stream 
and diagonal operation would l)e 
resumed, and soon until the opposite 
shore was reache<l. It was an en- 
trancing sight to watch them, the 
perfect rhythm of movement being 
very beautiful. 

About one o'clock the tow arrived 
at the Ft. Ann lock, through which 
we passed when all honest people are 
somid asleep in bed. The men 
worked by the feeble light of lan- 
terns, their sense of hearing and 
location being mostly depended 
upon. 

Early in the morning, we arrived 
at the entrance of the Carillon and 
Grenville Canal, about six miles in 
length. On this canal there is a law 
requiring three men to be on each 
boat.- This is the best case of graft 
I ever stumbled on in Canada, as a 
child of ten comes under the head of 
a ' ' man. ' ' The canal was navigated 
mostly at night, the locks, of course, 
causing the extension of time. At 
the end of the canal is the Carillon 
Dam, one of the largest in the world, 
it being about a mile or more across 
After getting through this canal, we 
started up the Ottawa River. "The 
next day Ottawa was reached. One 
of our boats was left at Hull, a little 
village opposite Ottawa, while the 
other proceeded some distance up 
the Rideau Canal. The entrance to 
the Rideau Canal is gained by "an 
eight combined lock," just like a 
series of steps. The boat goes into 
the first lock, is raised about twelve 
feet, then goes into the second lock, 
is raised again, until the whole 
eight have been passed, after 
which the boat is on the canal. This 
canal is one of the most beautiful I 
ever saw, it being half surround- 
ed by luxuriant vegetation, a park 
being laid out for nearly three miles 
along one bank. The lx)ats are pull- 
ed through by means of a tug. 

While the ix)ats were lieing loaded 
with lum'ier, Gompers and I would 
row from Hull to Ottawa (just across 
the Ottawa River) and enjoy the 
sights of the Capital of Canada. The 
city is very beautiful, through it, of 
course, has its squalid quarters. A 
geography book would be a more 
interesting informant than the writ- 
er in telling about Ottawa. 

A week of monotony followed 
before the boats were loaded, and 
ready to take the return trip to New 
York. 

The two boats having been brought 
together, that evening a tug came 
along and placed us in the ' ' down 
tow," which was to leave that night. 
While being placed in the tow, we 
pulled our rowboat out of the water 
and placed it on top of the lumber, 
— a beautiful job, let me assure you. 
The tug had put us on an out side of 
the tow, a fine place (in my opinon), 
and when finally all was ready, we 
started olT, every man standing in 
the bow of his boat with an eye on the 
connect ^. The tow had to 

turn a ••-' o to get in the right 

direction, so the lines needed ea.sing 
now and then 1 was overjoyed 
when the city of Ottawa faded from 
view, and we were bound he 
more. Home! then did 1 un- m 

the full sense of the word's meaning. 
Home meant the United States, and 
more still, New York, which, to me 
then was the grandest .spot on earth. 

But first allow me to say some 
thing about that " week of mono- 
tony. ' ' Loading a boat with lumber 
is not as easy as it sounds. The 
lumber is usually brought near the 
boat on wagons, and from tbrm it is 
handed down to be stowed evenly on 
the boat's bottom. A man stands 
on the wagon and lifts a couple of 
boards olT the pile and slides it down 
intothe "hold" — #>., place where 
freight is placed, while a man (or 
men) stationed down there catches 
and lets them slide till the middle is 
reached, then he carries them to 
where they are to be laid. This slid- 
ing movement is a trick by itself. 
The planks are unplaned and vary 
from eight to fourteen feet in length, 
three to twelve inches in width 
and one inch in thickne.ss. 
The man Ijelow allows them to slide 
on his thigh, an apron protecting 
him there, but his hands are bare. 
One day of such work under a b laz- 
ing sun convinced me that the em- 
ployment was uncongenial, so I 



launched the rowboat, and in com- 
pany of Gompers, went over to 
Ottawa. A week of constantly see- 
ing the .sights of hat capital, how- 
ever, wearied us, and we were glad 
to be able to leave. 

The succeeding week was passed 
in going over the same route by 
which we came up. While passing 
through the Carillon and Grenville 
Canal ( it took all night, no time for 
sleep ) I made the acquaintance of 
a boy, a little fellow, perhaps 
seven years of age, who had driven 
the horses that pulled our boats all 
night. I was struck with the bright- 
ness of the little fellow, and asked 
him if he had ever been to school. 
He knew I was deaf, but he spoke 
so plainly there was no diftlculty in 
reading his lips. He imformed me 
that he had never been to school, 
but upon my repeated query, he 
told me that he was "Oh ! so crazy" 
to go. I was sorry to part with him 
in the morning, his natural 
brilliancy making him a very 
entertaining companion. 

Down, always down, we went, 
through the locks of the Lachine 
Canal and others, until Chambly 
was reached Then we went up in- 
to the Chambly Canal and through 
it to St. Johns, where a tow to cross 
Lake Champlain was made up. 
Things move with more than a rush 
near the American border (maybe 
it was the American spirit of " do it 
now' ' ) , so that night we left, arriving 
at Rouse's Point Custom House the 
next morning. The boats would 
first have to pass through the Cus- 
tom House (Rouse's Point is the 
American-Canadian border), but I 
did not care to wait. So accordingly 
I went pickerel fishing around an 
old American fort (name forgotten), 
a relic of the Revolutionary War. 
The fish bit splendidly, and that day 
we had freshly-caught pickerel for 
dinner, which, by the way, were de- 
licious. The boats being ' ' cleared' ' 
by the Customs Inspectors, we again 
started down. A railroad trestle 
spans the lake at this point, and 
trouble of course came up in going 
through the drawbridge. But all 
things must end, and soon we were 
on our way to Whitehall. Coming 
down the Lake, I saw the old Re- 
volutionary forts, Ethan Allen and 
Ticonderoga, to say nothing of 
other places of interest. Several of 
the boatmen came over to talk with 
my father, and they never got tired 
of pointing out places of historical 
fame. After supper, two or three 
men would come over and talk. 
They came by climbing over the 
ropes that connect the boats. 
The hospitality of these 

people is amazing, and their powers 
of speech miraculous. Those who 
came into our cabin must have been 
champions, for they talked far into 
the night, and 1, in despair, finally 
gave it up as lio{)ele.ss to wait for 
them to cease, and crawled away to 
my bunk with the smell of strong 
Canadian tobacco following me, and 
the glare of the cabin lamp in my 
eyes. 

Whitehall was reached a morning 
later, but the Champlain canal was 
" choked" or blocked up with lx>ats. 
and we had to wait several days lie- 
fore we were locked in the canal. 
Then another day or two of enforced 
idleness followed, before a tug was 
procurable. The canal tugs are 
small but strong — sometimes not. 
Our tug was, of the last mentioned 
kind. We started out one fine morn- 
ing, and onr speed never was faster 
than an ordinary walk. At cur\'es 
this slowed down to a crawl, and 
soon we went aground. There is 
nothing funny to one directly con- 
cerned with the business in running 
aground. It means work and trouble. 
The b<' ■ " ■ ,t in- 

to the then 

it is a head or tail matter as to 
whether th«» tug can start again. 
k\. one place this was so bad that a 
team of horses had to be added as 
pulling i>ower liefore any progress 
was possible. And there were the 
locks. At every lock, the tow of six 
boats had to l)e hel 11 one by 

one — along and i:.. business. 

When finally the last locks of the 
Champlain Canal at the Waterford 
Side Cut had been left behind, I 
sighed and thanked my st.i' 

Putting aside the worW, ..w.iy 
and strain, a sail down the Cham- 
plain, or any other canal, is beauti- 
ful. The ever-changing scenery, 
the jMistures, the hilb ng far 

away, the farmhoust other 



peaceful rural scenes and the places 
of historic interest to be seen, all 
make such a voyage delightful. 
But working is altogether different. 
If it was not for those locks and the 
night work I couldjlike the voyage, 
but I found an owl-like sort of ex is' 
tence entirely uncongenial. 

After leaving the Sloop Lock at 
North Troy, we were taken to 
Albany, and that night left for New 
York. Two days later I once more 
stepped on the soil of New York 
City, and mighty glad to be back, too. 

It took a couple of weeks to un- 
load the lumber at New York. 
After that, my father got another 
load for the two boats, this time bags 
of something to be taken to Chambly. 
But when he got another man to help 
him at Waterford, I made a bee-line 
for my home in Kingston. I had 
enough of boating, and I believe 
it will be sufEcent to last me until 
I depart from this mundane sphere. 

The reader, of course, after read- 
ing this narrative, will desire to 
know what sort of men they who sail 
the inland seas are. In answer 1 can 
say that they were always kind, gen- 
erous and thoughtful of the rights of 
others, a trifle warm in debate, 'tis 
true, but no less warm in social inter- 
course. 

I have never passed a boat on the 
canal in company of my father with- 
out an exchange of greetings. A 
man passing will always ask ' ' Where 
bound?" "Whatcargo?" "How 
long since you last saw New York ? " 
"Any news?" and so forth. If a 
man happens to pass another boat 
bound from hi? home port, he will 
ply the up bound man with questions 
till he has pumped him dry or dis- 
tance prevents further communica- 
tion, but not before the inevitable 
"So long, luck to you and your 
family." When tied up the boat- 
men will gather around on some- 
body's cabin and smoke and. talk as 
if their topics never run dry. Often 
have I wished to be able to hear 
while they were debating something, 
for the boatman has a profound and 
biting sense of sarcasm and practical 
logic and does not hestitate to use it. 
Neither do they hide their opin- 
ions under a bushel-basket. They 
say what they think, and can rowel 
deeping into anylxxly who holds their 
standard to be cracked around the 
head. 

Secondly, you will ask as to the 
physical aspect of the life on a canal - 
boat. In answer, let it be known 
that the value of fresh air, sunshine, 
pure, simple food, and hard work, are 
too well known to need any extra 
paragraphs of laudatory printing. 
Their boats are always neat and 
clean, and the cabins are so maoaged 
that the uninitiated would give their 
Bible oath that a woman did it — and 
be right sometimes, for many boat- 
men make the boat their home. Of 
course there are exceptions to these 
examples of management and marine 
matrimony, my own cabome being 
what is known as a " man's" cabin, 
and if visitors evinced a desire for 
my acquaintance, I would prefer to 
meet them far from the water-front. 

Putting the strain and physical 
disadvantage (a canal or any other 
boat is no place for a deaf man on a 
dark night), by which I was hamper- 
ed, aside, the trip was the best ex- 
Iierience 1 ever had. It taught self- 
reliance, qnickoess of thought and 
action, and put me in splendid physi- 
cal condition. It was a camping, 
sailing, travelling and business trip 
in one.

It 
is rarely that anyone who hears and 
speaks is present at the 8ervi<!es, and 
yet the services go on each Sunday, 
and but a few in close loucii with 
the woi k know of the good that is Im»-' 
ing done. 

A group of less th»vn, two dozen 
deaf people attemled the services 
Sunday morning for a religious 
reading l>y C^larence W. Charles, 
441 S»uth Ohio Avenue, teacher of 
piinting at the Stale Iiistitntroii for 
the Deaf, who is a lay leader. 

TALKKD ABOtJT CONFIKMATION. 

Without music, without singing 
and, in fact, without a single sound, 
tlie services w(«re con>lucte<l. The 
reader conveyed to the audience his 
liiieof thought; there were prayers 
and praying, and at the close of the 
services there was handshaking and 
little friendly signs of comfort and 
good feeling between those who at- 
tended, much the same as at other 
services where those who attend can 
talk and hear. 

To me not vei-sed in the sign lan- 
guage, it is impossible to follow such 
a service and difficult to realize that 
so much is said and understood in so 
short a time Mr. C'harles " talk- 
e(\" Sunday morning of conHrnot- 
tion, its meaning ami requinMuents. 
He delivered his lino of thought 
by pantomime; with rapidity and 
with foice.

In a talk after the sevices, carried 
on with pad and pencil, Mr. Charles 
said he ha<l delivered a sermon of 
a|)proximately the same length 
usually delivered at morning church 
services.

In time to come you 
can gather your grandchildren about 
your knee and tell them of the evil 
men who used to work the public 
but are no more, and they will won 
der at the gullibility of the public of 
today.

level, the gates are opened and tbe boat 
proceeds on it's way Coming down 
the ptocess is reTcrsed. 

tiortK a. — Triple lock.— "D^rcK locks join- 
together. The boat is raised and low- 
ered by nearly the name system that is 
used in the operation of a single lock. 
I rememt^er three triple locks : One 
at Waterford, one at Whitehall and 
one at Chambly. The octupl e one at 
Ottawa is the longest one I saw how- 
ever. Single locks are so numerous as 
to be common. 

Nora 3. —Layine-up place. — As the con- 
struction of the sentence implies; a 
temporary stopping place. Boats tie 
up to t>e made into "tows" for river or 
canal tripe. 

Note 4.—-^ /ozf .— Tweittv to forty l)oaU 
joined together is called a '- fair-sized 
tow." Even two or three tx>ats are 
called such, but in the narrative the 
writer refers to the first definition. 

NoTK s.—Tugs—A steamboat used topnll 
boats devoid of self propulsion. iTiey 
are nearly always screw<lriven, but up 
in Canada I was sometimes pulled by a 
"side-wheeler," a paddle steamboat. 
There are three or four on the Hudson, 
tnit, as in Canada, have long t>ecn sup- 
planted by more modern boats. 

Nora 6. — Draw. — The space where a lioat 
passes ttirongh the t>ridge. The phrase 
"going through," when in bridge lo- 
cality means the same as tbe more con- 
dse "Sir, we will now paasthrough the 
space between the bridge's piers. 
Kindly be ready to see that no injury 
comes to the boat, etc, etc. " Improv- 
ed Spelling, take notice. 

Note 7. — U-hy boats are wetted down- 
This mast seem ridiculous to one who 
does most of bis sailing on ferrylx>atH. 
Why should tioats l)e wetted when 
they are alwavsin the water .> True, 
but while the lower parts are always 
submerged the upper parts are not. 
If not wetted now and then the wood 
will crack and seams begin to open. 
So water is thrown over those parts 
once a day, early in the morning. 

The critical reader will doubtles.s 
find many geographical, descriptive 
and other errors, for which the 
writer wishes to be pardoned in 
advance. The censorious reader 
would perhaps like to know that 
this account was written in the siiia' 
wee hours of the night, on any old 
piece of paper that could l>e found, 
and after a hard day's work. To be 
sure the narrrative was rewritten, 
but every effort was made to pre- 
serve the original form and words.
